A hundred or so Central European noblemen, who before the 
war lived easy lives under the guise of managing huge estates 
but now are put to the terrible necessity of doing a little some­ 
thing for a living, have organized themselves into a corporation 
and hired Samuel Untermyer, New York lawyer, to lead a legal 
coterie to get them out of their difficulties. 
The job they have put up to Mr. Untermyer is to get them 
a hearing before some sort of international court in hopes of 
getting their lands back. The whole thing has been started very 
auspiciously and Mr. Untermyer said just before he left for the 
United States that the next step would be taken at a committee 
meeting in New York. 
As the business progresses it is expected, according to Mr. 
Untermyer, the “trust” will include a couple of hundred more 
down-and-outers, whereupon it will be. necessary to add a general 
manager, who in all probability will be a person of Mr. Unter- 
myer’s selection.
